JAPAN WELL PLEASED, 



Secretary Sherman Says Her Inter- 
< ests in Hawaii Will Be Fully 
Safeguarded. 



The Tokio Government Invited to 
'Admire the United States— Ex- 
i pressions of Good Will. 



Washington, Aug. 10.— Secretary 
Sherman haB submitted to the Japanese 
government an answer to Japan's last 
note relating to the annexation of Hawaii 
to the United States. The answer was 
delivered to Mr. Hoshi, the Japanese 
minister, last Saturday. It is in reply 
to Japan's note of July 10, which up to 
that time had not been acknowledged, 
Mr. Sherman's answer was marked by 
its friendly expressions towards Japan. 
Two features are brought out. It reiter- 
ates the position heretofore taken by the 
Secretary of State as to the right and 
propriety of the annexation of Hawaii 
by the United States. With this, how- 
ever, is coupled an assurance that the 
interests of Japan in Hawaii will be 
fully safeguarded. It also expresses 
satisfaction at the plan of arbitration 
between Japan and Hawaii on the ques- 
tion of Japanese immigration to Hawaii. 

Minister Hoshi has cabled the Bub- 
stance of the answer to the Tokia gov- 
ernment, and the full text has been for- 
warded. It will not reach Japan until 
September 7, and no action may be 
taken until the text is before the 
Japanese foreign office. The Japanese 
legation ib reticent about the despatch, 
although there is no effort to conceal the 
satisfaction felt over tho friendly Bpirit 
displayed throughout Mr. Sherman's 
answer. The attention of the Tokio gov- 
ernment has been particularly directed 
towards these expressions of good will. 

INDIAN FRONTIER SAFE. 

Enough British Troops Massed There to 
Deal With any Native Disorders. 

Simla, Aug. 19.— The rapid mobiliza- 
tion of tho British troops in India, and 
the activity of the military authorities 
in pushing forward reinforcements, ia 
regarded as assuring the safety of the 
Indian frontier, no matter how wide- 
spread the uprising against British rule. 
The British force on the border now 
numbers 35,000 men. The newB from 
the frontier to-day is more reassuring. 
All ia quiet at Shabkadr, and there are 
no signB of AfridiB in the Khyber Pa88. 
Up to a late hour last night the Kurram 
valley was also quiet. General Blood 
has advanced nine miles along the hank 
of the river. In Swat valley he haB not 
found any signs of the enemy. The 
Mianguls have submitted to the British 
authorities. 



TO END THE STRIKE. 

Coal Operators! : Will Employ Radical Mea- 
sures if Arbitration Fuils. 

Pittsburg, Aug. 19. — The operators 
are determined to start their mines, but 
many of them are willing to Bubmit 
the question to arbitration before making 
any radical Bteps towards ending the 
Btrike, and with this end in view 
eil'ort ia being made to have 
a conference of mine owners and the 
miners' officials on Saturday. If an 
agreement cannot be reached at tins con- 
ference then the operators will immedi- 
ately prepare for a resumption with new 
men. The operators admit that a plan 
of action has been decided upon, but re- 
fuse to say what mines will be started 
first. A report that l'inkerton's men 
were to be employed was denied, but as- 
surance was given that the* workers 
would have ample protection. 

Reynoldsville, Pa., Aug. 19. — At a 
meeting of about 1,000 miners and 
laborers of the Big Soldier, Sprague, 
Hamilton and Boole mines here, it was 
decided to demand an advance in wages 
from '25 to 32 cents per ton for pick 
mining, other wages in proportion, and

Meanwhile, ar 
rangeraents will be made to call meet- 
ings at ail the mines of the Jefierson- 
ville and Clearfield Coal and Iron Co., 
with a view of having the men demand 
a, similar advance, and all possible influ- 
ence will be used to extend the strike 
into the Clearfield countv collieries. 



THE BAZAAR TRAGEDY. 

Three Persons Charged With Homicide for 
Their Imprudence in Exposing 
Others to Danger. 

Paris, Aug. 19.— Baron Machau, one 
of the chief promoters of the charity 
bazaar of the Rue Jean Coujon (which 
was destroyed by fire on May 4 last, 
with a loss of over 100), and Bailac and 
Bagrachow, two employes of the cin- 
emotgraph establishment in the sec- 
tion where the fire broke out, were 
placed on trial here to-day, charged with 
homicide through their imprudence upon 
the occasion. The Baron was only one 
of the chief promoters of the fair but he 
presented the inflammable properties 
representing old Paris for use of the fair, 
and also gave the use of the ground 
upon which it was erected. The Baron- 
ness was a victim of the conflagration. 
The judge who examined Baron Machau 
to-day pressed his honorable character 
but reproached him for lack of precau- 
tion. The trial will last three days. 
There are 33 witnesses to be examined. 



THE OCEAN SERVICE. 

Van Home Says Canadian Freight i 
Passenger Traffic Must Be 
Separated. 

Ottawa, Aug. 19. — Sir William Van 
Home has written a letter to Hon. Mr 
Tarte, at the latter'e request, giving his 
opinion why eo much Canadian North' 
west traffic has gone to American ports 
and suggesting what should be done to 
hold in in Canadian channels. Van 
Home says that the New York route is 
selected because of its being the cheap- 
est. That was due to the use of large 
freight vessels on the ocean. There are 
not enough veaaels in the Canadian ser- 
vice to hold this traffic. Similar vessels 
are required in Canadian ports so that 
ferriage might be done as cheaply as 
from United States ports. What was 
necessary was the complete separation 
of the freight and passenger traffic, 
Until this is done, the vast expenditure 
on Canadian railwayB in Canada would 
fail of their object. It ought to have 
been done ten years ago. The first 
great step towards this end is in pro- 
viding the fast Atlantic service. This 
should result in the carrying of freight 
as a specialty. " It is possible," con- 
cludes Van Home, " to improve our 
ocean service to such an extent as to 
add ten per cent, to the value of the ex- 
port products of ths Dominion, barring 
lumber."

Minister Sifton Will Travel the Pro- 
posed Railway Route From 
the Stiekeen. 



MILITARY ARDOR AT OTTAWA. 

" United Service Veterans " Come Forward 
to Strengthen Imperial Sentiment. 

Ottawa, Aug. 19. — A movement has 
started here to enroll the reserve forces 
of the militia of Canada in a regiment to 
be known aB the " United Service Veter- 
ans." There are ready to be enrolled 
100 pensioners and 500 retired militia- 
men in Ottawa. The objects are to 
strengthen imperial Bentiment, encour- 
age the military idea among the young, 
and assist the widows and orphans of 
deceased soldiers. 



MONTREAL AFFAIRS. 

The Exhibition Opens and Smallpox Quaran- 
tine Exhibits Greater Activity. 

Montreal, Aug. 19. — Granville C. 
Cunningham, ex-managing director of 
the Montreal Btreet railway, leaves 
shortly for Birmingham, Eng., to fill a 
corresponding position there. The street 
car system in Birmingham is run by a 
Toronto and Montreal syndicate. 

The Montreal exhibition opened to- 
day. The attendance was small owing 
to rain. The fair continues until the 
20th. 

Sixteen special constables were sworn 
in this morning to asBiBt in the work of 
quarantining houses from which patients 
Buffering from smallpox have recently 
been taken. There are now eight pa- 
tients suffering from the disease at the 
civic hospital. 

THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION. 

Brilliant Receptions of the Distinguished 
Visitors in Toronto. 

Toronto, Aug. 19. — The features of to- 
day's proceedings in connection with the 
British Association were the delivery of 
addresses by the presidents of sections, 
and the royal reception in the evening. 
The Royal Canadian Yacht Club gave a 
garden party this afternoon, well at- 
tended by nearly 1,000 guests. 

The afl'p.ir this evening was one of the 
most brilliant ever held in the city. 
The parliament buildingB were bril- 
liantly illuminated and handsomely 
decorated. The vice-regal reception be- 
gan at 9 o'clock, and the Governor-Gen- 
eral and Countess Of Aberdeen were 
shaking hands till 11 p.m.

Washington, Aug. 19. — The Canadian 
government and the United States have 
practically aereed upon co-operation in 
providing poBtal facilities for the Klon- 
dyke region, and the result will shortly 
be evidenced in a substantial doubling 
of the mail service from the coast into 
that district. The exact route is not 
outlined, but in all probability it will 
strike oil' directly southward from Daw- 
Bon City down to Dyea. 

Ottawa, Aug. 19. — It has been de- 
cided that Mr. Sifton will sail on the 
Quadra from Victoria for Dyea on Sep- 
tember 20, and will try to go over the 
Stiekeen route on a location survey. 

Mr. Sifton anticipates no difficulty in 
selecting a registrar of the Yukon to re- 
place Colonel Aylmer, whose health will 
not permit him to go North. It iB said 
there have been hundreds of applicants 
for the position. 

NEWS OF THE DOMINION. 

Canada's Flour Exports. 
Winnipeg, Aug. 19.— Mr. W. A. Hast- 
ings, of Montreal, vice-president of the 
Lake of the Woods Milling Co., who ib 
now in the city, says that Canada's 
foreign flour trade is constantly increas- 
ing. Canada Is now shipping either 
wheat or flour to China, Denmark, 
Sweden, South Africa, West India 
Islands and Australia. Aeked concern- 
ing the prospects for wheat thiB year 
Mr. Hastings would not go further than 
to say that farmers could expect good 
prices. 

Two Bad Indians, 
Fort William, Aug. 19. — An Indian 
named Stephen Joseph was found 
drowned in Mission river, au outlet of 
the Kaministiquia, last evening. Foul 
play iB suspected and Buspicion has 
fallen upon two Indians now in Pore 
Arthur jail. 

The Klondyke Procession. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 19. — Advices from 
Edmonton report the arrival there of 
many people bound for the Yukon via 
the all Canadian route, A party of 
seven from Utica, N.Y., passed through 
the city yesterday for Klondyke, and an- 
other party from Pembroke, Ont,, ar- 
rived to-day. 

The Orr Murder. 
Galt, Aug. 19. — James Alfred Allison, 
the hired boy on Anthony Orr'a farm, 
waB formally . arraigned before Police 
Magistrate Turnbull this morning, 
charged with having wilfully murdered 
Mrs. Anthony Orr on August 9. The 
prisoner was remanded until Monday. 
Evidence is accumulating which points 
to Allison as being the perpetrator of the 
awful deed, and all other theories aB to 
the murder have been put aBide. 

The Harvest Hands. 
Winnipeg, Aug. 19. — An exceptionally 
busy day will be experienced at the 
C.P.R. depot to-morrow. Fifteen trains, 
including 131) coaches, will arrive from 
the East, haviDg on board -1.000 farm 
hands, who come to assist in gathering 
the crops of the Canadian Northwest. 

Warlike Stores. 
Halifax-, Aug. 19.— The Furness line 
steamer Damara, which arrived this 
morning from London, brought 150 tons 
of explosives for the naval and military 
authorities. The}' coiiBiet of shells, car- 
tridges and powder. Most of the explo- 
sives are to be forwarded to Esquimalt, 
B.C. 

Tragedy at Rapid City. 
Winnipeg, Aug. 19. — Fire destroyed 
the residence of Mr. George Hudson at 
Rapid City last night, during his absence 
from home. Mrs. Hudson and four 
children perished in tho flames. Noth- 
ing wits known of the fire until this 
morning, when Hudson returned home 
to find his family and Iioueo in ashes. 

The People's Savings. 
Ottawa, Aug. 19, — In the poBt office 
savings banks there was on deposit at 
the end of the fiecal year $32,380,000. 
During tho year $8,223,000 deposited, 
and $7,050,000 withdrawn. The in- 
terest waB $1,024,000. 

Easily Excited. 
Ottawa, Aug. 19. — An independent 
assay of a sample of the new gold mine 
found near Ottawa has been made at the 
instance of a local paper. It showed less 
than one dollar a ton. The discoverer 
gave out that the ore ran $50 per ton, 
and so started a gold fever in the dis- 
trict.

Jiitematiwml Postal Kxcliangc Of- 
Boea tu Bo Established tti 
Sev er&L Points. 



Washington, A.ug. tel. — Canada's pro- 
•position for carrying the mails one round 
trip a month between Dawson Oityand 
Dyea was formally accepted this after- 
noon hy acting Postme.ster-Gecieral 
ShaUenbergen,aiulthe Canadian govern- 
moat notified of the action. In this 
communication tMa government i-a stat- 
ed to bo in Teadinesa to assume its share 
■of the responsibility, and Canada is 
urged to put the service in operation at 
the earfieat possible iinoment. Lh'ea, 
which ia 100 miles above Juneau on tbe 
Lynn Canal, and Dawson City will be 
declared international postal exchange 
offices. The British inaCls will be carried 
by the United States from Victoria, 
B.C., to Dyea. 

PoBt othoea will be opened at Fort 
Cudahy, Forty Mile And probably at 
other points. The service will be under 
the immediate supervision of Canadian 
Mounted Police. The carriers will be 
equipped with doga and sledges and 
have Indian drivers. The first contract 
at least will be for one year, Whenever 
the British mails can be expedited by 
carrying them over the Circle City 
route between the dates of ■the new 
service, this will be done. 



THAT PIGEON KEPOKT. 

Some iteasoa* Why It Seems Safe to Dis- 
credit It. 

Nkw Yoiik, Aug. IS. — A special to the 
Herald from Washington City says: 

Scientific men in Washington City are 
greatly interested in Audree'e po4nr ex- 
pedition, and aro eager to glean from any 
reliable -ijuarter information concerning 
it. Frof. Wm, Harknees, from the ob- 
servatory, ia discussing it said in an in- 
terview: 

" I hare no reason to doubt that An- 
dree may have reached as far aB 82 de- 
grees north latitude. There is nothing 
so remarkable in that. Xansen, for in- 
stance, went aa far or farther, but I am 
inclined to think the Christiania story 
is unreliable. I will not say that it ia 
impossible for a carrier pigeon to cover 
the (MO or 8<W miles indicated ovor icy 
seaB, but it would be only one chance in 
a thousand if the bird took a direct 
route, and if its vagaries were extended 
it would die before long from lack of 
food. Under the best possible chances, 
a bird perhaps might cover the distance 
in from ten to twelve hours, resting on 
the floating ice en route. 

;l One strong reason for doubt is that 
the latitude and longitude of the place 
where the pigeon is reported to have 
been Bhot are not given in the dis- 
patches, and that is so contrary to a nav- 
igator's system as to give rise to sus- 
picions. Then, granting the pigeon was 
found and shot, and the alleged letter 
obtained, it seems very improbable that 
a captain so well acquainted and so 
much interested in Andree's plans as 
this one ia said to be Bhould refuse to 
give the letter into the hands that would 
carry it directly to civilization, but car- 
ry it with him further into the Arctic 
regions. He would naturally have been 
glad to give any such important newB to 
the world aa quickly as possible." 



TO MEXLCO BY WIRE. 

The Cost Has Been Reduced by the Enter- 
prise of the Postal Telegraph Co, 

New Yoiik, Aug. 19. — Under separate 
agreements entered into with the two 
great railway systems of the Republic of 
Mexico, respectively the Mexican Na- 
tional Railway Co. and the Mexican 
Central Railway Co., the telegraph lines 
of these companies have passed under 
the control of the Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany. 

Heretofore telegraphing to the Mexi- 
can capital has either been by cable via 
Galveston and Vera Cruz or by the 
American land lines to the Mexican bor- 
der anil thence by the railway -compan- 
ies' lines from Laredo or El Paso, to the 
City of Mexico. The contracts entered 
into give the Postal company a continu- 
ous system from the United'States to all 
the principal cities in the neighboring 
republic. 

As a consequence of the ex tension tolls 
from the American cities have been re- 
duced 10 per cent., making the message 
rate from New York to the City of 
Mexico $1.85 for ten words; and the 
cable rate from the City of Mexico to 
London has been reduced from 00 cunts 
a word to 39 cents. 



APPROACHING Ifl STATE. 

His Excellency Chang Setting the Pace o 
the Pacific Express. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 19. — Right Rev. VV 
Ridley, D.D., BiBhop of Caledonia, who 
fine been in attendance at the Lambeth 
Conference in England, arrived in the 
city this evening, proceeding West on 
the Pacific express. 

The sleeper car Kanagawa was at- 
tached to the Pacific express this even- 
ing, and was assigned to His Excellency 
Chang Yen Huan, China's Bpecial am- 
bassador to England for the Diamond 
Jubilee ceremonies, accompanied by a 
party of thirty-two members, including 
some fifteen servants.

MORTIFIED THE ADMIRAL. 

A French Warsbip Escorting the President 
Had to Put Back Through Poor 
Machinery. 

L»v:don, Aug. 19. — The Paria corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mail aaya that the 
accident to the French cruiser Brai'x, 
wliiob had been delegated ea'one of the 
vessela to escort President Paure to 
Cronstadt, but was obliged to turn back 
through the failure of her machinery, 
caused a stormy cabinet council to-day. 
Admiral Besnard, minister of marine, 
wished to resign, but he was perauaded 
to withhold his resignation until the re- 
turn of President Faure from St. Peters- 
burg. It is possible that the fiasco will 
result in a tierce campaign for over- 
hauling the French navy. 

LOUD ROBERTS' OPINION. 

He Tfalnks There Is No Caiiee for Alarm in 
the Fanatical Uprising La India. 

Loxoox, Aug. 20. —The Daily Chronicle 
publishes this morning an interview 
with Lord Frederick Roberts of Kanda- 
har, commander of the forces in Ireland, 
with reference to the disturbance in the 
Swat valley and Indian rising generally. 
Lord Roberts said: "There is no cause 
for alarm or anxiety. The movement is 
wholly fanatical. We have a large body 
of magnificent troops on the frontier, 
officered by highly experienced com- 
manders and capable of coping with any 
difficulty likely to arise." 

ANDREE'S EXPEDITION. 

He May Yet Anchor His Balloon Amidst 
the Nuggets of the Klondyke. 

Just before Andree left he dictated a 
message to the Copenhagen (Denmark) 
" Aftonbladet," in which he said : " We 
shall probably be carried in a north- 
easterly direction." He had figured 
out his probable course to a nicety. 
He had about 700 miles more to go 
to reach the pole, and about 1,'200 miles 
more before he would be where 
it would be advisable to land. His 
balloon left Spitsbergen going at the rate 
of twenty-two miles an hour, which 
would mean his arrival at the pole in 
thirty-two hours, or about 10 o'clock 
Monday, July 12. ThiB would not inter- 
fere with observations, however, as 
there is no night at the pole at this 
time of the year, so that the explorer 
had daylight. He said himself as to his 
time: " \Ve shall be three weekB. or 
eveu more. I would rather not do it so 
quick because of our observations. " 

The explorers had decided they would 
go in one of four directions. ' 

1. That the balloon will land in Sib- 
eria in about latitude 70 north and long- 
itude 135 east. 

2. It may land on the Samogedan pen« 
insula, in latitude 70 north, longitude 70 
east. This is in the vicinity of the Uulf 
of Obi, ia the northeastern part of 
Russia. 

3. It may land in the vicinity of Point 
Barrow, Alaska, in latitude 70 north and 
longitude loo west, where there is a 
United States government station. 
Point Barrow iB about 600 miles north- 
west of the new Klondyke gold regions, 
and about the same distance from the 
mouth of the Yukon river, or about 500 
miles from Behring Straits. Itisalmost 
opposite to Spitsbergen. 

This direction is what Andree charac- 
terised in his address before the Society 
of Anthropology and Geography in Stock- 
holm, Sweden, on March 20, 1897, as 
"the desiredway." He gave his reasons 
in substance as follows : 

"This part of the world is not now so 
nearly desolate and uninhabited as it 
was when the Franklin expedition per- 
ished. Kver since 1889 American ves- 
sels have been stationed about the 
mouth of the' Mackenzie river for hunt- 
ing purposes, and twelve to fifteen ships 
pass the winter there with 400 or 500 
persona aboard. Along the coast of 
Alaska are to be found more or less civi- 
lized Indiana and Esquimaux. In the 
interior of Alaska there are a great num- 
ber of gold diggers." 

Andree had a fourth possible route, 
viz: That the balloon may land in Brit- 
ish North America in latitude 07 north, 
longitude 100 weet, which is in the vi- 
cinity ol Melville Sound, 

Landing at the pointB at an angle to 
the pole would not necessarily mean 
that Andree did not cross the pole, be- 
cause the topographical and astronomic- 
al charts of the Arctic show that he 
might becarried from Spitsbergen across 
the pole and landed in British America, 
because the winds blow in a circle much 
after the fashion of the gulf atream of 
the Atlantic ocean.

It is likely that to-day the charge 
against John Aitken of shooting and 
wounding his father-in-law George 
Brown will be changed to the more 
serious one of murder, for the wounded 
man after lingering for several months 
died last night from the bullet wound 
he received. The shooting took place at 
Beecher Bay on March 18, when Aitken 
who waB inside his house fired a rifle 
bullet through the door and wounded 
Brown in the throat. Aitken's story in 
effect was that Brown who is his father- 
in-law had threatened him and waa try- 
ing to break in the door when 
Aitken fearing for his own safety 
ahot in Belf-defence. Brown was 
in the hospital a lone time linger- 
ing between life and death and it waB 
only a month ago that after his removal 
home, he was strong enough to give his 
deposition, Magistrate Macrae going out 
with Supt. Hussey to get it. Brown's 
statement was that during a quarrel with 
Aitken his wife and children had gone 
away from home on the evening of the 
17th March. He heard next day that 
they wero at Aitken's place. Ab the 
quarrel between the two men was patch- 
ed up, Brown rode over to Aiken'B house 
and knocked, calling out that he wanted 
his wife and children, lie had a stick 
in his band at the time, but denied he 
was trying to break into the Iioubo. Ho 
affirmed that it waB while he was knock- 
ing that he was shot. 

Brown two weekB ago got so low that 
it was decided to bring him into town 
again where he could have better treat- 
ment at St. Joseph's hospital. Every- 
thing possible waa done to save his life 
but he died at 10 o'clock last night. The 
remains were taken to ITanna'B under- 
taking rooms and no doubt a post mor- 
tem will be held to-day to conclusively 
fix the cause of death. Brown was a 
native of St. Thomas, Ontario and waB 
37 years of age. 

ARCHBISHOP LANGEVIN. 

With a Party of Roman Catholic Clergy 
His Grace is Visiting the 
Coast. 

Archbishop Langevin, of St. Boniface, 
Manitoba, who has come to the Coast 
for the purpose of consecrating Bishop 
Lontonwill, the newly-appointed co- 
adjutor of Westminster diocese, arrived 
last night, and with the party who ac- 
companied him is a gueBt at the Bishop's 
Palace. Archbishop Langevin baa come 
direct from Montreal, where he assisted 
at the ceremonies of the installation of 
Archbishop BrucheBi, who was lately ap- 
pointed to that sea. The Archbishop 
is a young man, only 42 years of age, and 
has been Archbishop for two years. He 
ia a vigoroua, energetic man, but withal 
kindly and a good conversationalist. 
With him iB the Venerable BiBhop Clut, 
whose diocese, the McKen/.ie district, 
stretches from Athabaeka landing, ."00 
miles north of Edmonton, away to the 
North Pole. For thirty years Biahop 
Clut haB been bishop, and only last Sun- 
day celebrated the fortieth year of hie 
consecration aB priest of St. Bonaface. 

Another member of the party is 
Father Comper, who has spent the past 
thirty years aa a missionary amoni> the 
Indians of Manitoba. Father Cornellier, 
the well known missionary of this pro- 
vince, and Father D. Cuillet, parish 
priest of St. Mary's church, Winnipeg, 
complete the party. Father Guillet is, 
as he styled himself laughingly, "a 
sport," inasmuch. aB he is a keen" lover 
of chess and was the meane of introduc- 
ing football into Ottawa University in 
1881. Ottawa University has now the 
champion Rugby team of Canada, and 
has held that coveted place 
several years. Father Guillet is 
acting aB the Archbishop's secre- 
tary on the present trip. The party 
remain in town to-day and leave to-mor- 
row morning for "Westminster where the 
consecration ceremonies take place on 
Sunday. The Archbishop and others 
with him are delighted with their trip to 
the Coast. On their way back they will 
stop of! at Qu' Appele for a short time 
and viBit the mission before returning to 
Winnipeg.

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COMPARED WITH KLONDYKE. 

■Calculation That Cariboo Was Richer, and 
Cassiar and Omineca May yet Prove 
Equal. 

The personal experience of Mr. Jus. 
Orr, one of Curiboo'B old-timers ia well 
worth bearing. Landing at Williams 
Creek in 1S02, when the famous creek 
was in its «lory as a producer Mr. Orr be- 
came one of the ownera in the Caledonia 
and was bookkeeper for that company. 
In 15 months they took out over half a 
million dollars. They took out !?u,50t) 
from 5 pans of gravel, the prize pan be- 
ing $1,680. This was in 1803. Out of 
the Caledonia which was 07 feet to 
bedrock, the best paying dirt was about 
two feet on bedrock and the run was 
often 150 feet wide. Tho Never Sweat 
waa adjoining and washed up everv day 
from 00 to 200 ounces; Beauregard as 
high as 800 ounces a day; New York 
from 150 to 200 ounces; Moffat's, over 
f300,000 taken out of 100 feet bquare, 
which was the Bizeof the Cariboo claims. 
Tho McLean claim waB next, but not bo 
rich. The Tinker, with 300 feet of 
ground, paid in dividends over $700,000. 
The Watty, a small claim next, paid 
$80,000. The Cameron claims cleaned 
up over $1,000,000 ; the Eabby, $900,000 ; 
Dead Broke, .$70,000. Below were some 
short but rich claims. Prince of 
Walea paid eight interests half a mil- 
lion. Above the Caledonia, the Lillooet 
and Cariboo were very rich. The 
Aurora, with its fourteen interests, paid 
in dividends, after all expenses were 
paid, about $311,000 per interest. On the 
Diller, two men working on the wind- 
lass and two underground took out in 
ten hours 102 pounds of gold. In all 
over $300,000 was paid in dividends to 
tho three interests in this claim. Above 
tho Black Jack, which was rich, the 
Wind-up was a rich faction. From 
Canyon to Prince of Wales, on up to 
the saw mill, the Kricson, Nigger and 
others paid from $25,000 to $50,000 to 
the interest. 

Dozens of other clainiB along old Wil- 
liams creek paid enormously and the 
creek never received, says Mr. Orr, 
credit for nearly all of its enormous out- 
put, it being generally said that tho sum 
of $25,000,000 was taken out of I, 1 ... miles. 
Mr. Orr says it was twice that amount. 
In any case it waB such a creek as was 
never before struck, and so far the|ldon- 
dyke is not in the race for record output. 
Other creeks in the neighborhood, Mr. 
Orr says, will yet prove as rich perhaps 
as WilliamB creek was. Lightning 
creek, Swift river, Slough erer-k, Willow 
river, and dozens of other creeks which 
have never been bottomed, will " vet give 
up their hoard of gold. 

Of Omineca, Mr. Orr, who spent two 
years there, says it was barely scratched, 
and the whole of the Cassiar country is 
yet comparatively virgin ground. The 
enormous coBt of provisions, difficulty of 
access and cost of labor all combined to 
make the gold hunters drop any work 
that would not quickly and enormously 
repay. To-day there is no better gold 
country to prospect than from Cariboo 
through to Klondyke. From Ashcroft 
through it is only a little over 1,000 
miles, of which the first 220 miles iBby a 
first-class wagon road, the next 460 by 
trail, and the balance by a splendid 
water course down Teslin lake and the 
Hootalinqua river. But within one 
year the excitement will very likely be 
■centred in the Cassiar range of moun- 
tains, from which watersheds the sources 
of the Yukon largely Bpring. 

For prospectors who wish to go in 
cheap we say, Btart from Ashcroft in 
April, leave Quesnelle in early May and 
you can spend the season met profitably 
in prospecting through to Telegraph 
creek. If you should wish you can then 
sell your pack animals, for which there 
iB alwayB a demand at that point, and 
build a boat, and in a week from the 
time you leave Lake Teslin you can be 
at that now most talked-of spot on earth, 
Klondyke. — ABhcroft Mining Journal.

As a 
result, Mr, Harry Salmon at present 
held $18, subscribed at tho meeting, as 
the nucleua of a fund, to bo applied to- 
wards advocating good roads.

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SIZE OF YUKON PLACERS. 

An Order in Council Correcting a Recent 
Proclamation. 

An order iu council recently passed at 
Ottawa reads as followB : 

" Whereas clause 7 of the regulations 
governing the disposal of placer mines 
on the Yukon river and its tributaries in 
the Northwest Territories,- established 
by order in council of the 21st of May, 
1897, provides that if any person shall 
discover a new mine, and such dis- 
covery shall be established to the satis- 
faction of the Gold Commissioner, a 
claim for ' bar diggings' 750 feet in 
length may be granted ; and whereas the 
intention waB to grant a claim of 750 feet 
iu length to the discoverer of tiie new 
mine upon a creek or river, and not to 
grant a claim oi that length for 'bar 
digging*, ' His Excellency, by and with 
the advice of the Queen's Privy Council 
for Canada, is pleased to order that 
•clause 7 of the said regulations govern- 
ing the disposal of placer mines on the 
Yukon river and its tributaries shall be 
and the game is hereby amended, ao that 
the above grant to a discoverer may ap- 
ply to creek and river claims instead of 
to ' bar diggings.' " 

AN OBNOXIOUS DEAD MAN. 

Though He Rests in the Grave, the Post- 
master-General Styles Him an 
Offensive Partisan. 

Postmaster-General Mulock has at last 
met his match. He wrote to a post- 
master named Lefebvre in Bonaventure 
county, telling him he was discharged 
from his o"ice because of his offensive 
partisanship during the last Dominion 
campaign. The postmaster paid no 
head to tho letter— not through any de- 
sire to bo discourteous to Mr. 
Mulock, but simply and solely be- 
cause he waH dead. The fact that he 
died three months before the election 
took place makes his conduct during the 
rampaiirn all the more reprehensible, 
Poatmasters have noright — absolutely no 
right we say— to take an active pan in 
politics even when they are living. It is 
infinitely worse to keep up their offen- 
sive partisanship after they are dead. 
We are not informed just what part Mr. 
Lefebve took in the last elections but we 
surmise he marshaled the graveyard 
vote for tho Conservative party. Mr. 
Mulock did perfectly right in dismissing 
the late Mr. Lefebvre from oilice. A 
man whose post mortem partiazauship is 
offensive ought not to hold a public office 
after ho is dead. — Kincardine Review.

BIG BEND THRIVING. 

Developing in Spite of the Very Expensive 
Transportation— Silver Still Pays 
in Kootenay. 



Mr. J. D. Graham, gold commissioner 
for the northern section of Kootenay, 
with headquarters at Kevelatoke, waB in 
Vancouver on Wednesday on Ids way to 
this ciiy. Referring to mining matters 
in the district, Mr. Grahaui said that 
the country in the vicinity of Kevelatoke 
is steadily improving. " What we need, 
though," continued Mr. Graham, " is 
better transportation facilities. At pre- 
sent it costs or 7 cents per pound to 
pack goods north into the Big Bend 
country, while if a steamer ran up the 
Columbia 40 miles as far as La 
Porte, which is practicable, the 
cost of conveying provisions for the 
whole distance would only be about 2,'.J 
cents per pound. The Bteamer Lyttou, 
belonging to the C.P.R. made one trip to 
the Big Bend, but as the water rose she 
could not again get through the canyon 
above La Porte which is -10 miles from 
Revelstoke. The steamer could proceed- 
as far as La Porte all right although 
there are a number of boulders in the 
river that need clearing out. The Lyt- 
ton is now at Nakusp being overhauled. 

" Several of the properties iu the Big 
Bend are becoming more than poor 
men's proBpects. The French Creek 
Mining Co., are putting in flumes and 
trenches for placer mining and have a 
force of 75 men employed. A rich strike 
on Eight Mile Creek, 20 miles from 
Kevelatoke, has recently been reported. 
The ownera of the Wavorley mines at 
Albert Canyon have of course done a 
good deal and now have CO men 
working on the wagon road from 
Albert Canyon to the mines be- 
sides a number oi men in 
the mine Men are very scarce 
up country, a large number hav- 
ing gone to work on the Crow's Xest 
Pass railway. 

"The section around 1 llecillewaet is 
going ahead well and considerable assess- 
ment work has been done. There is also 
quite a move in the Lardeau, Arrow Lake 
and Trout Lake districts. The drop iu 
silver has, of course, had an effect, but I 
understand none of the mines in Koote- 
nay will close down for that reason." 



Lynching in Illinois. 

Chicago, Aug. P.).*— An unknown 
tramp was lynched by a crowd of in- 
furiated farmers to-day near Manheim, 
a small village west of here. The tramp 
assaulted a woman and then fled, but 
was soon captured and Btrung up to a 
tree. 



At a recent meeting of the city council 
of Grand Forks it was definitely decided 
to borrow $20,000 at 7 per cent, from 
Toronto capitalists. As soon aa the 
cash is forthcoming a water works sys- 
tem will be put in as well as an electric 
light plant, which before the snow flies 
will be in full operation. 

A cablegram from London to a gentle- 
man in Koasland states that Sir A, P. 
Caron has successfully lloated his big 
development company known as the 
North Star Mining and Development 
Company. It iB capitalized at £1,000,- 
000 and will operate chiefly in British 
Columbia. John Hardman,of Montreal, 
will be resident coneulting engineer.

THOSE EXEMPTIONS. 



In the Seattle Times of the 17th inat, 
appears an article headed " Victoria 
knocked out — Dominion government 
says miners' outfits to go free— Ameri 
cans are Jubilant— Canadian tariff duties 
creatly modified and special ruling has 
been made in the case of actual miners 
going out to mine." The article begins 
by saying that "Victoria is practically 
out of the race for the Klondyke trade,' 
and goes on to say that the special ruling 
made " makes the duty question of little 
importance." It adds that owing to the 
efforts of the Washington congressional 
delegation the tariff duties have been 
greatly moderated, and that " all neces- 
sary clothing and any amount of provi- 
sions can go across the border line of the 
Northwest territory duty free." This it 
is alleged gives " Seattle merchants a 
greater cinch on the Yukon trade than 
ever," and they are urged to see that the 
joyful news is spread far and wide. 

It is not easy to excuse bare-faced 
lying of this kind. It is not true that 
the duties have been moderated to any 
extent whatever, and the exemptions are 
not as Btated. If men buy goods in Seattle 
on the strength of these representations 
made by the Times they will And them- 
selves once more grossly deceived to their 
great pecuniary loss. In order that there 
may be no mistake on this subject we 
present the facts as they are. If the 
Seattle papers choose to ignore them and 
persist in their false statements, we sup- 
pose there is no help for it, except that 
A'ictoria merchants must see to it that 
the truth is spread equally broadcast 
with the Ho. 

When the Customs house officers went 
North they were instructed by Collector 
Milne to permit miners' clothing in use 
and broken packages to pass duty free, 
the idea being that if all a man had with 
him was what he needed to keep him- 
self warm and from going hungry on his 
journey, he ought not to be obliged to 
pay duty on it. This privilege was 
granted on humane grounds, and no one 
would think for a moment of objecting 
to it. Later, Collector Milne became 
satisfied that the expression " broken 
packages " hardly met the case, for a 
man might reach the officers with only a 
box of yeast cakes or some small article 
open and the relief intended would not 
apply. Therefore he advised the Minis- 
ter of Customs, in response to a query as 
to what exemptions he was allowing, 
that in his opinion it would be well to 
let each man pass this season with his 
clothing, blankets and a hundred 
pounds of food. The amount of 
food was put at a hundred pounds 
because very many persona were not in 
a position to pay duties on anything. 
He took into consideration the fact that 
hundreds did not believe they would 
have to pay duty at all, that many- would 
have to spend nearly all their money in 
paying the cost of packing and that in 
every case there was much greater 
delay than was anticipated. \Ve do not 
think that any one will be found to 
object to this. The collector was par- 
ticular to specify that these exemptions 
Bhould apply for this season only. Mean- 
while there had been some correspon- 
dence between Ottawa and Washington 
on the question, and shortly after the 
Collector had sent his suggestion to 
Ottawa ho received the following in- 
structions : 

Ottawa, August 13, 1S9". 
Collector of Customs, Victoria. 

In accordance with despatch sent by 
Acting Minister to Washington, you will 
give Bpecial instructions to officer at 
Lake Tagish that miners' blanketB, per- 
sonal clothing in use, cooking utensils 
in use and one hundred pounds of food 
for the journey are exempt this season, 
charging duty only on excess. 
John McDougall, 
Commissioner of Customs. 

These exemptions are sufficient to pre- 
vent it being neceBsary for any man to 
tnrn buck, simply for lack of money, 
li he chooses to go forward this fall 



with what clothing he is actually 
using, hiE blanketB, his cooking uten- 
sils, and about as much food as he 
could pack in two Hour sacks, he 
will not have to pay any duty. This 
exemption applies to about one-sixth of 
the average outfit, and will not apply to 
any of it after the present season, which, 
we need hardly add, is now almost at an 
end. 

Seattle ia welcome to all the comfort 
she can get out of thia arrangement, 
which was made, not, as the Times sug- 
gests, because the Seattle people clam- 
ored for the closing of the sub-port at 
Dyea, nor because of the demands of the 
Washington congressional delegation; 
but because the Canadian government is 
conducted according to the principles of 
Christian civilization, and because Cana- 
dian business men are not so kaen after 
a dollar that, rather than permit them 
to eat food bought in Seattle, they would 
prefer to see men turned back on their 
Yukon journey through no fault of their 
own, but simply because they were 
grossly deceived by Seattle newBpapere. 



PRO VINCI AL POLITICS. 

The public meeting was a failure ; only 
two men were preecnt, but one of them 
in describing it for the paper, said the 
meeting was large and respectable, ob- 
serving to his companion in justification 
of the adjectives. " You are large and 
I am respectable." It is on this prin- 
ciple that some of the Kootenay papers 
discover a loud and widespread demand 
for the overthrow of the provincial 
ministry. They demand it with vitupera- 
tion ; that makes it loud. They are 
separated by magnificent distances ; that 
makes it widespread. Just now coupled 
with this " demand " is a prayer to Mr 
Hewitt Bostock to become a political 
Moses and lead the disgruntled out of 
the house of bondage and into the land 
supposed to be flowing with pap and 
patronage. This demand is likewise 
widespread, for Mr. Bostock has dis- 
tributed his aheckels in newspaper 
plants at points very remote from each 
other. So it comes about that when Mr. 
Bostock's paper at A. discovers that the 
country ia aching for Mr. Bostock's 
leadership, Mr. Bostock's paper at B 
thinks it would be a most excellent 
thing, and Mr. Bostock's paper at C. 
agrees with them both. Then Mr. Bos- 
tock's paper at D. comeB out with a noli 
me episcopari, and assures the presuma- 
ably waiting universe that really the 
sacrifice asked of Mr. BoBtock is very 
great indeed, and only the conviction 
that it is the general demand of 
his fellow citizens that he should 
retire from the otium cum dignitat 
of parliament and mingle with the com 
mon herd of provincial politicians, can 
induce him to take the suggested step. 
When he does finally consent, he will do 
so after the manner of the maiden, who 
has waited for 719 consecutive nights for 
her lover to propose, and when he 
does at last with dreadful hesitation, re 
plieB, " George, dear, thia is so sudden.' 

Against Mr. Bostock the Colonist has 
not a single word to say. Considering 
his experience and training, he does very 
well as a member of parliament. He 
has not made it necessary to call out the 
Ottawa fire brigade to save the river 
from destruction ; but he has hitherto 
made no claims to be anything more 
than a decent, every-day sort of a fel 
low, who, having a anug income 
thought a little public prominence not 
amis. To his ambition in thia respect 
there ia no possible objection, and un- 
less report flatters him, he has been al 
ways ready with open hand to assist 
those who were willing to advance it 
Left to himself, Mr. Bostock would pur 
sue the even tenor of his way as a mem 
her of parliament, attending to the 
minor wants of his constituents diligent 
ly, with a reasonable hope of re-election 
and the prospect of Government House 
in view five years from now, if the Lib- 
erals stay in so long. This anyone wi 
admit to be rather a neat little career. 

Such a simple arrangement as this does 
not suit certain political amateurs in this 
province. They want a lively local cam- 
paign next year, and for that reason 
need a leader with money. They will 
furnish the brains if Mr. Boatock will 
supply the cash. Mr. Bostock could un- 
doubtedly furnish as good a quality of 
the former as they ; but that ih not the 
programme. He is to be cajoled with 
flattery. He is to be told that the hour 
has come for the Liberals of Britiah Co- 
lumbia to seize the reina of power. He 
iB to be in this province what Mowat was 
in Ontario, Blair in New Brunswick and 
Fielding in Nova Scotia, the great 
Western Horatiua at the Bridge, hold- 
ing back the hosts of Toryism. Mr. Bos- 
tock may yield to their blandishments, 
but we venture to guess that if ho con- 
sults his friends in the federal ministry 
as to the expediency of his resigning his 
seat in parliament to introduce federal 
politics into the local arena, he will be 
advised to do nothing of the kind. 

This Bostockian cult demonstrates the 
weakness of the local opposition. It is a 
distinct admission that it is hopeless to 
think of defeating Mr. Turner and his 
colleagues on provincial issueB. We 
have been looking for this admission. It 
will be remembered that there has been 
outstanding a challenge on the part of 
the Coi.onikt to the opponents of the 
local government to formulate their 
charges, and that, except in three minor 
matters, that were at once fully ex- 
plained, not a single opposition paper 
baa dared to take the challenge 



up. Hence distinctly provincial is- 
sues are to be abandoned and the elec- 
tion of next year is to be run, if 
possible, on federal issues. In thia alone 
do the opposition see any chance of suc- 
cess. But more than this is implied, for 
the Macedonian cry that has gone out 
for Mr. Bostock is a direct declaration of 
non-confidence in Mr. Semlin as leader. 
We cannot say that this surprises us 
very much, for with all Mr. Semlin'a 
estimable personal qualities, he is singu- 
larly destitute of the qualifications of 
leadership. We do not think the people 
of British Columbia are likely to ser- 
iously contemplate placing their affairs 
in Mr. Semlin'a hands, although we say 
most frankly that if they did, he would 
undoubtedly deal with them honestly 
and as best he could. He would not 
suit, he does not Buit the hungry horde, 
who are crying out for Mr. BoBtock, and 
who hope that the laBt named gentle- 
man will let them play ducks and drakes 
with his money before election, and with 
that of the Province afterwards. These 
gentry in their proposed campaign stand 
to win everything and lose nothing. If 
they should carry the Province on fed- 
eral issues, they would act upon their 
plank, which calls for a clean sweep in 
all public offices ; if they Bhould fail they 
would havo at least the fun of spending 
some of Mr. Bostock's good Britiah sov- 
ereigns. 



Speaki.no of the Skagway pass J. A. 
Costello writes to the Seattle Times to 
say: 

This trail is all right; hard to climb, 
but a good, 8ubatantial trail, four feet 
wide, open from salt water to Cape Ben- 
nett— between thirty or forty miles, 
about sixteen miles over the mountains 
to the Summit, and passable for horses 
all the way.

THE MIS UNDERS TA ND- 

ING AT SKAGWAY. 

There has been some indignation ex- 
preaaed as to the course of the United 
States customs house officer at Dyea in 
regard to the Danube, but we think he 
muat be held blameleas in the matter; 
but at the same time no blame attaches 
to tho captain of the steamship. The 
person responsible for the miaunder- 
atanding was the special officer Bent up 
on the Danube from Mary Island, and 
he doubtless erred through a mistake in 
judgment. 

No material difference exiata between 
the lawa of civilized countries as to the 
entry of vessels from foreign porta. For 
example, if a vessel ahould come from 
any port out of Canada with a cargo, 
which the owner wanted discharged at 
Cadboro Bay, she would not go directly 
to the Bay and begin unloading, if she 
had fifty customs house officera aboard, 
but would report at Victoria. If she ig- 
nored this office she would be subject to 
detention and line. So when a foreign 
vessel has a cargo for some point on 
Puget Sound, which ia not a sub-port, 
she reports to the Collector at Port 
Towneend, who sends an officer with 
her. On this principle, when the 
Islander went North she took an officer 
from Mary Island as a precaution in case 
there was no one at Dyea to report to. 
Now that an officer is Btationed at Dyea, 
the proper course for all masters of ves- 
sels is to report directly to him and ob- 
tain his permission todischarge elsewhere, 
if it is wanted. While this permission 
is granted in the discretion of the officer, 
it is the universal rule to refuse no 
reasonable request, and if Mr. Jones, 
who is the United States official at Dyea, 
understands his duties, there need bo no 
difficulties hereafter, provided the cap- 
tains of steamers recognize his authority 
as they are bound to do. 

We make this explanation because of 
a disposition, which exists, to magnify 
the miBunderatanding about the Danube 
into an affair of international import- 
ance. It was only a conflict of authority 
between two United States officers, both 
of whom thought they were doing right. 
Mr. Jones is not, as we understand tho 
matter, at all to blame for taking the 
position he did in regard to the Danube, 
but on the contrary was quite within 
his rights in insisting that the vessel 
Bhould have reported to him, and very 
reasonable, indeed, in not proceeding to 
extreme measures, for while Captain 
Meyers had no reason to suppose he was 
doing anything in derogation of Mr. 
Jones' authority, and was quite war- 
ranted in supposing that the Mary 
Island officer was the person to whom he 
Bhould look for guidance, he did un- 
doubtedly, though unintentionally, put 
himself in a wrong position. 



The Okanagan farmers co-operative 
flouring mill has just paid an S per cent, 
dividend. The Vernon News says: 

A dividend of 8 per cent, on the 
paid-up capital of the Okanagan Flour 
Mills Co., Ltd., of Armstrong, as well as 
$3 per ton on wheat delivered during the 
year ending July 31at, 1897, wua last 
Saturday declared by the company's 
directors. Though the mill has been in 
operation but fourteen and one-half 
months, two dividends of 8 per cent, 
each on the paid-up capital have been 
declared, and 90 centB and $3 per ton 
respectively on wheat delivered has been 
paid, besides which a reserve fuud of 
ifd,050 has been created. 

This very encouraging report should 
stimulate farmers in all parts of ti e pro 
vince to renewed interest in co-operative 
methods. 



THE CANADIAN PRESS. 

A SCHOOL FOR TEACHERS. 

While we are diBcussing the subject of 
education we beg to draw attention to 
the great necessity for a training school 
for teachers in this province. The ques- 
tion of establishing such an institution 
has been discussed from year to year but 
nothing has been done. The work ac- 
complished by the teachers of the pro- 
vince is worthy of commendation, but 
the teacher should not gain his ex- 
perience by experimenting with children.

Tiik big steel caisson for the Brotchie 
reef light foundation was successfully 
carried from the outer wharf and placed 
in position yesterday forenoon by tbe 
Whitelaw. The big mass of metal 
weighs 17,' J tonB, and Captain Gaudin, 
agent of Marine, who was present to 
oversee operations, states that it is in 
a most favorable position right over a 
small point of rock that rises from the 
reef. The divers are now at work 
making the foundation level so that the 
concrete can be poured into the caisson. 
This concrete will weigh 800 tons, and it 
is erpeeted that the work will be fin- 
ished in about three weeks. 

The Caledoniangames to-morrew will 
be the most exciting and interesting of 
their kind ever witnessed in Victoria. A 
large contingent of visitors from Van- 
couver will arrive by tbe Charmer this 
evening, including the hoys of the 
"Gordon Highlanders."

WONT SINS IN TIGHTS. 

The Restrained Balladists Will Ask To-Day 
That the Injunction Against Them 
Be Dissolved. 

Wanda and Lolita Mathers, the two 
songsters who were enjoined from Bing- 
'ng, have no intention of suffering in 
silence, so they sought the legal services 
of Mr. Lindley Crease, and to-day at ten 
o'clock is fixed by Mr. Justice Walkem 
for the hearing of the motion to dissolve 
the interim injunction granted by him 
on Wednesday. The chief grounds upon 

hich the dissolution will be asked are 
that Mr. Stevenson, the plaintiff, did 
not enter into an undertaking for the 
payment of damages resulting to the de- 
fendants, Wanda and Lolita Mathers; 
that no date was given as the period of 
the injunction; that the evidence was 
insufficient for granting the injunction, 
and that no copy of the plaintiff's affi- 
davit was served on the defendants. 

In support of the application to dis- 
solve there is a joint affidavit by the fair 
deiendants, who state that they wore 
prepared to sine at the Delmonico music 
hall as balladists or serio-comic singers 
upon Mr. Stevenson entering into a 
written contract as is usual, " but the 
plaintiff's manager one Al. Britting re- 
quired us to sing and perforin as bur- 
lesque eingers and to appear on the 
stage in tights, which is the usual dress 
of such performers and which we as bal- 
ladiuts or serio-comic singers are unac- 
customed to and refuse to do." 

The ladies in addition to the attitude 
they take that while tights are good 
enough for burlesque Binders are be- 
neath the dignity of a balladist, aaBert 
that they had no contract with Mr. 
Stevenson "and the same they are free 
to maintain."

The reported rich strikes on or near 
the headwaters of the Stewart river were 
eagerly discussed by everybody yester- 
day, and while some, owing to the in- 
definiteness of the information, are in- 
clined to question its reliability, these 
self-same doubters are the first to en- 
dorse its probability. The Stewart has 
always been known as a waterway rich 
in alluvial deposits, and old miners who 
have followed the news of gold from one 
Alaskan or Cassiar Btream to the next, 
are unanimously agreed that were it not 
for the difficulty experienced in the 
past in getting in supplies, the Stewart 
would offer prospectors a far more 
tempting field than the Yukon proper 
or any of its more southerly tributaries. 

Mr. Sullivan, the miner-trader, who 
was one of the last men out from the 
river this summer, is inclined to believe 
that the great find referred to in For- 
rest's letter is not on a tributary of the 
Stewart " forty miles further this way," 
but on the Stewart itself forty miles this 
side of Dawson, or where the Stewart 
unites with the Yukon. 

It was at this point, he saya, that 
Hugh Day, the mail carrier, reported 
good ground discovered on his last trip 
out. The excitement was running high 
even then, and the prospects were 
roseate. 

The Stewart, too, is very highly spoken 
of in Mr. Ogilvie's recent report as a 
gold bearer, and it will be remembered 
that it was this river — and in the identi- 
cal territory described as the scene of this 
latest great strike — on which the govern- 
ment of the Dominion a few months ago 
proposed to lease a monopoly of mining 
privileges. The proposal ia said to 
have originated with a number of re- 
tiring officers of the mounted police who 
during their two years of service in the 
North had not been closing their eyes to 
tips that meant future fortune. The neat 
little scheme to gain for a private com- 
pany exclusive rights was received with 
Btrong protest, however, and conse- 
quently fell through. 

Very little information from Skagway 
came to hand yesterday that can be de- 
scribed as news. Mr. E.F., Billinghurst 
lias word that his company's railway 
project has met with an unanticipated 
setback. The surveyor now iu the field 
reports that work ia just now at a stand- 
still owing to all his assistants having 
deserted him. They were at the time 
exploring for the best route from Skag- 
way to Teslin lake or beyond this to the 
Bootalinqua river. Knger prospectors 
in the same territory offered the survey 
men $11) a day to act as their packers, 
however, and they could not resist the 
temptation. 

In another letter from CharleB Phillips 
to hie brother Phillip the news is given 
that tbe party on the 9th of thiB month 
had readied the summit all safe, while 
Joe Levy's party had also advanced to 
the same point. L. McArthur, of the

Carmody-Richardson party, writes that 
" the trail over the White Pass is. now 
in fair condition, plenty of timber can be 
had at the lake to whipsaw for boats, 
and at tbe White Horse rapids experi- 
enced men are available to run the boats 
through partly loaded — so that there ap- 
pears to be no serious difficulty in reach- 
ing the gold fields." 

The Behnsen party has now advanced 
beyond the mountain, and is over the 
moBt difficult part of the journey, that is 
the part in which the fording of rapid 
rivers has to be done. According to a 
letter from M. J. Conlin, a Becond 
traeredy at Dyea river, whore Dwight 
Fowler and Tom Wall lost their lives, 
was averted through the courageous 
action ol George Gilbert of this city, who 
at considerable personal risk hauled out 
a man who, with his pack on his back, 
had fallen from a log into the boiling 
stream. J. P. Byrnes has been duly in- 
stalled as cook for the Behnsen party, 
and makes a good one, while Hugh Pet- 
ticrew has established a record for him- 
self as the best packer on the road. 

Still another letter, this one from W. 
Rendell, relates that several of the 
Behnsen party's horses, with their 
packs, have been loBt, carried away by 
the swift current in the rivers. In the 
same letter it is said that Mr. Harrap, of 
this city, lost half of hia provisions in 
crossing one of these numerous and 
dangerous fordB. 

There was much interest expressed 
about town yesterday in connection with 
the report that Hon. Clifford Sifton, the 
minister of the interior, is coming to the 
Coast with Major Walsh, the newly-ap- 
pointed administrator of the Yukon dis- 
trict, and that tbe minister had been so 
much impressed by the protests with re- 
gard to the royalty and reservation 
clauses in his mining regulations, that 
he has decided to hear the com plaints of 
the British Columbians aud then go in 
person to the Klondyke in order to 
acquaint himself with the exact condi- 
tion of affairs. 

Captain Gaudin, resident agent of the 
department of marine, has received no 
official intimation as to tho govern- 
ments intentions, other than contained 
iu a dispatch asking him to have the 
Quadra ready to proceed to Dyea by 
September 20, if necessary, the party 
planning to take advantage of the snows 
and frozen l ivers to go iu by dog train. 
Should Mr. Sifton come to the Coast aB 
proposed, residents of practical experi- 
ence in mining will have pleasure in 
pointing out to him just where ttie min- 
ing regulations complained of are unjust 
and unworkable. 



THE KINGSTON SAILS. 

She Carries Over Two Hundred Klondykers 
on their Way to the Gold Fields. 

The familiar roar of the Eteamer 
Kingston's whistle was heard again yes- 
terday morning as she reached port from 
the Sound with a big load of gold seekera 
bound . for the mines of the Klondyke. 
She haB aboard 2. r )0 passengers all told 
with l50horseB and fully 500 tons of 
freight in the way of Bupplies for the 
miners and forage for their pack ani- 
mals. 

At Victoria there were ten more 
passengers to take on. They were: T. S. 
Williams, jr., a well-to-do San Francisco 
tailor, who is going as far aB Dyea to see 
a couple of men he has grub-staked start 
off on their travels across the trail; 
George Smith, Albert McLeod, William 
Ballantiue, J. M. Ballantine, .1. O. 
Ballantino, It. A. Ballantine, T. Vinson, 
J. L. Garden and J. Ritchey. MoBt of 
tho men leaving Victorin fitted up here 
though one or two aro trusting to luck 
to buy their outfits from discouraged 
wanderers who are now homesick at 
Dyea and want to go home without 
undertaking tho hardships of a tramp 
over the passes. 

The accommodation for tho horses on 
the Kingston is particularly good as they 
were all placed comfortably on the 
main deck where there is plenty of ven- 
tilation. Captain Carter goes up in 
command, with Captain Roberta as pilot 
this trip, and G. F. Thorndyks, agent of 
the Puget Souud & Alaska S.S. Co., 
makea this one trip as purser. 

As usual there was a great crowd at 

. 



the wharf to Bee the fortune-hunters 
start on their voyage North, and there 
was great bustle and hurry to get every- 
thing aboard aa rapidly as posBible. 
Making all speed possible, however, it 
was not till 2.15 that the Kingston tooted 
her horn and pulled away from the 
wharf. She calls at St. Mary's island, 
Juneau, Dyea and Skagway, and Agent 
Norman Hardie, of Dodweil, Carlill & 
Co., expects her back again in a week. 
They dispatch the City of Seattle North 
in ten days, as it iB expected she will be 
ready for the Dyea route by then, and 
the Kingston will resume the service 
between Victoria and the Sound. 

To-night the Danube sails again for 
Dyea, carrying a mail to be taken 
through by the Mounted Police, for Fort 
Cudahy, Dawson City, Forty-Mile find 
all intermediate points. The next de- 
partnre from this port will probably be 
the Bristol, which although advertised 
for the 24th may be two or three days 
later in getting away. She ia quite cap- 
able of making St. Michael's in ten days, 
whilo hercoDBort, the Fugene, will not 
take longer than fifteen days to go up the 
river to Dawson, the water at this sea- 
Bon being moderately low and the cur- 
rent in consequence not so much of an 
obstacle. 

Every Northern man spoken to agreea 
that there will be no question but that 
Bhe will get through all right before the 
river freezes, and should the Portland 
on her next arrival bring aa anticipated 
further news of fortunes made and illus- 
trations in gold duat, the Bristol will 
undoubted have an uncommonly large 
passenger list. On her return trip ahe 
will have the opportunity of bringing to 
Victoria those miners and their gold that 
may reach St. Michael's by river boats 
arriving after the departure of the Port- 
land. 

Sergeant Ea ven, of the mounted police, 
is in Victoria now settling up a little 
business in connection with the last de- 
tachment of the polieo who fitted out 
here for the Klondyke. He sails by the 
Danube to-day, and at Vancouver Bix 
more of the force join the steamer. In- 
spector Strickland, now in Vancouver, 
goes north with this party. 

THE ACT IS LIMITED. 

The Full Court Decides That the Province 
Cannot make the Nelson & Fort Shep- 
pard Company Fence Their Line. 

The Full court yesterday gave a very 
important decision which in effect de- 
clares that tbe British Columbia Fence 
Act does not apply to railways under the 
jurisdiction of the Dominion. The de- 
cision was given in the appeal of Madden 
v. Nelson & Fort Sheppard railway. 
Plaintiff brought action to recover 
damages for the killing of two horses 
owned by plaintiff, which were run ovor 
by a train on the plaintiffs railway. The 
action was tried at Nelson before Judge 
Forin, who held that Ihe defendanta 
were liable under the provisions of the 
act pnHsed by the British Columbia legis- 
lature. >vhieb provided that railways in 
tin; province whether under the 
jurisdiction of the province or of 
the Domininn should be liable for 
euch ciisualtU H, unless their lines were 
fenced in accordance with the provisions 
of the Li. O. Fence act. The defendants 
appealed on the ground that their rail- 
way having been declared by the Dom- 
inion parliament to to a work for the 
general advantage of Canada, was sub- 
ject only to the provisions of the Dom- 
inion railway act with respect to fencing, 
and that the local act was ultra vires of 
the provincial legislature, in so far as it 
dealt with Dominion railways. The 
Full court holdB that tho contention of 
appellants is correct, and allows the ap- 
peal with coats. Judgment was deliv- 
ered by Mr. Justice McCreight, Juaticea 
Walkem and McColl concurring. Mr. 
L, P. Duff appeared for tbe railway (ap- 
pellants), Mr. Gordon Hunter for re- 
spondents.

branches in this Province Are Doing' 
More Profitable Business Than 
Those in the States. 



A General Revival Looked For 
Helped by Kootenuy and Klou- 
dyke Developments. 



The ordinary ueneral meeting of the 
Bank of Britiah Columbia was held on 
Thursday, July 29, at the Cannon Street 
Hotel, London, Sir Robert Gilleapie, the 
chairman of the company, preBidiu&r. 
The secretary, Mr. S. Cameron Alex- 
ander, read the notice convening the 
meeting. 

The Chairman said: Gentlemen, 1 
liave the honor of meeting you to-day to 
consider and confirm the half-yearly 
dividend that our directors propose to 
t ubmit for your approval. The aceouuts 
•will be sent to you as usual for the past 
half year as soon as we can render them 
after receipt and audit. You are aware, 
perhaps, that at this meeting we do not 
render accountB, simply because they do 
not come to hand in time for the meet- 
ing; they have, however, been received 
by us within the last few days, and after 
audit they will lie distributed amongst 
you. While we are again unable to pay 
aa large a dividend as formerly, we 
trust, under all the disadvantageous cir- 
cumstances of the general business of 
the countries in which we trade, you will 
approve the recommendation of your 
directors. 

Our branches in British Columbia 
have, on the whole, been fairly success- 
ful ; but I regret to say those in the 
United States have disappointed us, and 
have diminished the success we had 
hoped for and expected when last I ad- 
dressed you. The depression that has 
prostrated trade has continued longer 
than was anticipated, and it haB so dis- 
located the ordinary course of business 
that your directors have deemed it the 
more prudent course to restrict transac- 
tions to a very great extent, and thus 
we bave had a large portion of the funds 
of the bank unemployed. As illustrat- 
ing that state of tilings, I may tell you 
that while our immediate liabilities at 
the present time represent CI, 071,000, 
we have assets that we could realize on 
now to the extent of £912,000, or 85 per 
cent, of those liabilities. This is evi- 
dence of what I have endeavored to iui- 
presB upon the shareholders before, 
namely, the strength of our financial 
}>osition. We have preferred to ketp 
this large portion of the funds of the 
bank in our own hands rather than run 
the risk of unprofitable and unsound 
business. This has been more the case 
in the United States than in British 
Columbia, where our branches have 
done a better business, although a much 
more limited one, while in the United 
States the condition of tilings lias been 
so unsatisfactory that our transactions 
have been limited only to old and sub- 
stantial customers. 

The branches we have already estab- 
lished in the Kootenay mining districts 
have contributed some Bhare in the 
profits — which I consider a satisfactory 
start — and under prudent and cautious 
management we have the prospect of 
increased and increasing success. Of 
course, gentlemen, you can readily un- 
derstand that this portion of our busi- 
ness requires great judgment and dis- 
cretion, and we have heon most careful 
iu laying down strict rules in the con- 
duct of this business, and I am glad to 
add that the management of these 
branches has been, so far, loyally car- 
ried out. The prospects continue favor- 
able, and we see no reason for other than 
more successful results. 

The balance applicable to dividend is 
£14,382 12s. Id., and your directors 
recommend a dividend of 4 per cent, per 
annum, which will absorb an amuunt of 
£12,000, leaving a balance to be carried 
forward of £2,382 12s. Id. to next half 
year's account, and I propose moving a 
resolution to pay a dividend at the rate 
of 4 per cent, per annum before sitting 
down. 

Now, gentlemen, you will doubtless 
expect to hear something from me as to 
the accountB to which I alluded so fully 
at out laBt meeting. As already men- 
tioned, the condition oi trade in British 
Columbia, as well as in the United 
States, and the delayed settlement of 
certain political and fiscal questions, 
more particularly in the latter country, 
have been prejudicial and have militated 
greatly against the getting in of out- 
standing accounts, and at the aamc 
time it has been equally against the 
realization of securities held; and in 
some cases 1 regret to say, depreciation 
in the value has in the meantime taken 
place; but — and I wish you to observe 
this, gentlemen — lam led to believe this 
depreciation arises rather from the 
stagnant condition of the trade of the 
country than from any important reduc- 
tion in the intrinsic value- of these 
securities. At the same time I think it 
my duty to say that it is possible, should 
no improvement take place by the close 
uf, the year, it may be necessary and 
prudent to make some further provision, 
not of any large amount, for certain 
doubtful accounts at the United StateB 
branches, more particularly at Portland; 
while on the other hand, to set against 
this, I am glad to tell you that at the 
British Columbia branches we have the 
full expectation of reversing to some 
extent the provisions already made to 
meet apprehended losses there, and iii 
one particular instance of a large sum 
written off. 

Our late superintendent of the British 
Columbia brandies, Mr. Ward, is present 
to-day. He has just returned from in- 
specting all our branches, and the busi- 
ness generally, and I have requested him 
to give you the fullest information as to 
the result of his visit. He lias been ab- 
sent for some months, and lias only just 
arrived, so that your directors have 
hardly had sufficient time to confer fully 
with him on the general aspect and pros- 
pect of the banks affairs. His first, ap- 
pearance amongst us again was on Mon- 
day afternoon last. In conclusion I call 
your attention to the notice in the circu- 
lar sent you, that wo propose with your 
approval, to elect Mr. Ward to a seat at 
the board of direction, and i Strongly 
commend inv friend to your unanimous 
support. 1 "beg now to move : " That a 
dividend be paid on the paid-up capital 
of the bank at the rate of 4 per cent, per 
annum, freo of income tax, for the half 
year ending 80th June last, payable on or 



after the 3rd prox." Mr. G. O. Smith 
seconded the resolution, which waB unan- 
imously carried. 

The Chairman next moved: "That 
Mr. William Curtis Ward, a duly quali- 
fied shareholder, be elected a director of 
this bank." Mr. T. G. Gillespie second- 
ed the motion, which was agreed to 
unanimously. The Chairman then called 
upon Mr. Ward to say a few words with 
regard to the business of the bank. 

Mr. Ward said: Gentlemen, it is a 
satisfaction to be able to inform you that 
my recent visit to our field of operations 
abroad confirms my previous conviction 
that we have a well established business 
conducted by a stair of oflicers, whose 
experience, zeal and ability it would be 
difficult' to excel. The chairman has re- 
ferred to the long-continued depression 
on the Pacific coast, and the chief cause 
to which its long continuance in our 
United States field iB attributable— the 
country has all the material elements of 
prosperity and progress, but uncertainty 
and delay in the reform of the currency 
check enterprise and retard any revival 
of confidence. I found in California, 
where, as you are aware, we have been 
established for upwards of thirty-two 
years, the country making steady growth, 
especially in the development of the 
wine and fruit industries. Population 
grows very slowly for such an immense 
and fertile country, having reached about 
l'X millions up to the present. 

Our branch at San Francisco has estab- 
lished a Bound and steady business, 
which, notwithstanding competition, 
holds its own tenaciously, though it is 
found more and more difficult to main- 
tain profits, especially as the imposition 
of taxation is governed by caprice, and 
without a due regard to sound or just 
principles. In Oregon our business has 
Buffered in common with all other banks 
established there from the long-continued 
low prices realized for agricultural pro- 
duce, and the diminished values of local 
securities consequent thereon. Our aim 
is to "go slow " and await the return of 
better times. The indications are in favor 
of a better crop and better prices, bo that 
we look forward to improvement. In 
the State of Washington our two 
branches were closed last year, and the 
wisdom oi this course continues to be 
clear. The domination of Populist agita- 
tors in the legislature of the state has 
added much to our difficulties in success- 
fully realizing our outstandings in that 
state. These'assets are, however, being 
gradually got in, and are being carefully 
and capably dealt with. There is no rea- 
son to despair of the practical common 
sense of the American people eventually 
prevailing, and I have implicit confid- 
ence in an abundant revival of activity 
as soon as the present uncertainty and 
complications of the currency question 
are set at rest. In British Columbia 
prospects are distinctly encouraging. 
The mining output shows a substantial 
and steady increase, and the area of op- 
erations is continually extending. The 
increase of output is a tangible assur- 
ance of substantial progress, and the 
Bteadiness of the increase is to my mind 
particularly encouraging. Quartz min- 
ing is a matter of slow growth, and in- 
volves of necessity long waiting for pro- 
fits, so that aa time goes on we may look 
for largely increased progress and im- 
I provemeut. The provincial government 
tins evinced anxious disposition to assist 
i thedevelopment of transportation, which 
j is so important to successful mining op- 
erations, and the assistance of the Dotn- 
j inion government, lately granted to the 
i C. P. B.j has determined the conatruc- 
I tion of a railway through the Crow's 
Nest pass, by which an immense deposit 
of excellent coal will within a short time 
be available for the supply of fuel for 
smelting throughout the Kootenay dis- 
trict. Private enterprise is undertaking 
other railway work, by which new min- 
ing fields to the west of the present 
Kootenay mines will be opened, while 
the old and famous Cariboo and Lillooet 
districts remain awaiting transporta- 
tion facilities to bring their undoubted 
wealth within reach. To the further 
north much excitement has late- 
ly arisen from the exceedingly rich na- 
ture of the Klondyke diggings, which, 
although not within the actual teiritory 
of British Columbia, must contribute 
largely to the business of the Coast. Al- 
together it iu difficult to exaggerate the 
possibilities of the future of the Pacific 
Province, its mineral wealth and the 
growth of population and importance 
which is bound to follow the develop- 
ment of such avast country. As to the 
future, we have a good hold of the coun- 
try, and our business must grow with 
it, for we tiave been closely identified 
with it from its early days— some 35 
years. We are all well prepared to take 
advantage of a revival of business both 
in British Columbia and at our United 
States branches, and our chief drawback 
to the future ia the keen competition 
forced upon us, which keeps our profits 
at a minimum. Shortly, then, our busi- 
ness is in good position, the prospects of 
our chief field of operation are encour- 
aging, and though profits may not Bhow 
an extensive revival for some time to 
come, shareholders may rest assured that 
while the S'ifety of the business is the 
chief point aimed for by the court of 
directors, profits are anxiously worked 
for, and economy in the cost of opera- 
tion of the business is receiving special 
and strenuous attention at the present 
moment. I do not think 1 can add any- 
thing further to what the chairman lias 
ho admirably Baid, but I shall be glad, 
through the chairman, to answer any 
questions the shareholders wish to put. 

Mr. W. J. Lewia — When I was in 
Montreal, about three weeks ago, there 
was a rumor current that this bank, the 
Merchants' Bank of Canada, and tho 
Bank of Nova Scotia were about to am- 
algamate. The statement has been pub- 
lished to-day in one of the London fin- 
ancial papers. I should like to know 
whether there is any truth in it? 

The Chairman— I, like you, have seen 
the paragraph, but that is all I know 
about it. No overtures have been made 
to ub, either directly or indirectly, and I 
know nothing more about the matter 
than you do. Of course nothing would 
be done without the full concurrence of 
the shareholders of this company. 

Mr. Tufnell proposed a vote of thanks 
to the chairman and directors, remark- 
ing that ho thought the shareholders had 
every confidence in the board. 

Sir William Lane Booker seconded the 
proposition, which was carried unani- 
mously. 

The Chairman, in reply, said : On be- 
hali of my colleagues and myself, I "rise 
to thank you for the confidence you have 
expressed in ub. It has been a disap- 
pointment, to us that -we have had to 
meot the difficulties to which I have re- 
ferred ; but if you will reflect, what in- 
stitution is there that has not met with 
some difficulties? But it only w^ants 
courage and a sound basis to overcome 
th-.ni. We are in that position. v We 
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Conor* if Mtj of Victoria.

And if he were unablo to mako 
it costly any other way ho would add 
powdered precious stones or gold dust. 
Nero dined on one occasion from a 
peacock which was sprinkled with dia- 
mond dust, and specimens of that bird 
dressed with gold or with crashed pearls 
were by no means a rarity ut the tri- 
clinia of the moneyed Romans. A dish 
of parrots' tongues was a great delica- 
cy. But, a dish of parrots' tongues which 
had been capable, when in their proper 
place, of framing words, was of almost 
incalculable value, which increased in 
a direct ratio with the vocabularies of 
the defunct parrots. 

Another bird for which tho Roman 
epicure was in the habit of paying fab- 
ulous prices was tho pheneeoptrix, 
which is believed to have been the ptar- 
migan.

For two weeks before their excellen- 
cies decamp tho local papers revel in a 
long and lurid "ad." recounting tho re- 
call of tho embassador or minister and 
declaring how on a certain day all peo- 
ple so minded are invited to appear and 
contest at public vendue for a dazzling 
list of plunder in said "ad." set forth. 

Prime among tho properties for sale 
you will notice wines and many a thing 
besides that are as articles of commerce 
highly tariffed. But in these cases cour- 
tesy has held tho tariff at bay. All of a 
legation's wines and cigars aud furni- 
ture — in fact, everything of a personal 
sort that a legation causes to bo brought 
to America — is passed scot freo at our 
customs. Ono will readily discern that 
a ripe profit might bo made to roll pleas- 
antly up at one of theso untariffed lega- 
tion sales. Our own tradespeople must, 
however, pay the fiddler in each notable 
instance. 

At these sales snobdom trims stoutly 
out. The bidding is hot and fast and 
high. There is nothing so lusted for by 
a certain sort of American, cringingly 
numerous hereabout, as a wine which 
has been justified by an embassador's 
taste, or a piecn of furniture or brio-a- 
brao which has been soiled by noble and 
titled contact. And, therefore, these le- 
gation auctions furnish tho most heated 
bid combats. And many a fool is fleeced. 

It is also to be remarked that these 
sales string out in endless fashion, day 
fallowing day, as fools flock to bo bun- 
koed. Tho stock, whether of wine or 
furniture or caBt off noblo garments, 
never runs low. Tho widow's store of 
oil showed no better staying powers. 
As long as custom hangs about the 
chanters shout, tho rod flag floats and 
the stock of goods to bo disposed of 
Hows by with current unabated. 

For, mark you, rather than disap- 
point or send any full hearted alien 
chi'ser away from this sale with aching 
heart and empty hands the auctioneer 
each night moves in a new stock to re- 
place tho disappearances of the day be- 
fore. Each morning tho legation rooms 
arc us unstripped, tho cabinets as lull 
of bric-a-brac, the bins as replete with 
rare old wines as at the beginning. 

Thus it runs forward until no more 
sheep appear to be shorn and oven the 
toadies havo enough. Then tho flag 
comes down and the legation sale is at 
an end. — New York Journal.

LAFAYETTE'S FAM OUS VISIT. 

There Was Great Excitement Over Ills 
Trip to the United States. 

Jean Fraley Hallowell, who writes 
in The Ladies' Home Journal of " When 
Lafayette Rede Into Philadelphia," 
says that "it is difficult to understand 
at this late day what a furore of ex- 
citement passed over this country when 
Lafayette arrived once more in Amer- 
ica. The visit is a historic event to be 
reinembi red while memory endures. 
During President Monroe's second ad- 
ministration the United States extended 
its invitation to Lafayette. He arrived 
at Staten Island on Aug. 15 (Sunday), 
1S1M, accompanied by his son, George 
Washington Lafayette, and also by his 
son-in-law. A formal reception took 
place on tho following day, the first 
fruits of tho most abundant harvest of 
welcome which Lafayette was to receive 
during his year of travel through the 
United States. 

"Lafayette was 07 years old when he 
visited America as tho nation's guest 
and carried his years lightly. His head 
was shaped like that, of Burns. He hud 
a high forehead, long, aquiline nose 
and a rather thin face. His hair was 
sandy and quite plentiful. His eyes 
were dark gray, restless and twinkling, 
his eyebrows light in color, but heavily I 
marked. His mouth was firm, and his 
lips smiled courteously at the holiday 
crowd assembled to do him honor. The 
general was not very l all. but well i 
made. His face was distinctly pleasant, 
and its expression was an odd mixture 
of shrewdness, decision and gay good ! 
humor. His costume was a swallow- 
tailed coat and tftmsers of dark brown, j 
with a great display of white waistcoat \ 
and neckcloth. A bunch of seals hung 
from a broad black ribbon at his waist. 
Over his shoulders hung a cloth riding 
cloak, greenish blue in color and lined 
with red. "

NEVER FORGOT A FACE CR THE 
NAME OF AN ACQUAINTANCE. 



Ihe Wodillsar Notice Ho V, r rot« When 
nn Kdltor— Somo Striking Incident* 
That Were Jti-lntod by Ei-GoTcraor 
Cumbnclc of Indiana. 

Upon taking editorial charge of the 
Kennebec Journal Mr. Blaine soon 
familiarized himself with Maino poli- 
ties by studying tho files of The Jour- 
nal, and ho studied them closoly as far 
back ns ]S2ii. By this means he soon 
became tho best posted man in the stato 
on Maino politics, and ho was looked 
upon as authority. His ablo editorials 
during tho campaign bringing up po- 
litical matters of tho past showed care- 
ful research, and they were copied wide- 
ly. It was while editor of The Journal 
that ho was ono day stopped on the 
street by an old lady whom he had nev- 
er seen before and asked to writo up tho 
wedding of her daughter, which occur- 
red tho night before. 

Blaine had served his timo in con- 
gress and wont to Maine to speak dur- 
ing his campaign, when at the oloso of 
his spcecli ho began shaking hands with 
tho masses crowded around him. An 
old lady with wrinkled brow and whit- 
ened hair, bearing a babe in her arms, 
approached and offered her hand. 

"Why, how do you do?" said Mr. 
Blaiuo. "Where's that daughter of 
yours I wrote up that wedding notice 
about?" 

"Poor Lucy is dead," said the old la- 
dy, and her eyes filled with tears. 
"This is her child." 

Tho man with the big, kind heart 
roached over and kissed tho little blue 
eyed girl. 

During tho Greoley campaign in 1872 
ex-Governor Cumback of Indiana spoke 
with Mr. Blaiuo in Springfield, O. This 
was early in tho campaign. Just before 
the election Mr. Cumback was sent np 
in Blaine's stato to make a speech. Ho 
was told by the committee that ho 
would find Maine peoplo vory stiff and 
iuhospitablo and quite different from 
tho western people. Mr. Cumback was 
surprised, however, at his enthusiastic 
recoption, thcro being large crowds 
everywhere, and he Sever had a moro 
enthusiastic meeting than at Augusta. 
Ho told Blaino of the incident and his 
agreeable disappointment. 

"Oh," said tho statesman, "they had 
a man of unusual stuff to get them 
stirred up! Such a man on a speech as 
you are would havo a good reputation 
anywhere. " 

"But what do you know about my 
speech?' ' asked the governor. 

"Didn't you speak with mo over at 
Springfield?" said Blaiuo in away as a 
reminder. Then he went ahead and told 
Mr. Cumback all about his speech, of 
the crowd present and gave promptly 
all the main points of the speech and 
even named the party with them. He 
also remembered at what hotel they put 
np and what day of tho week it was. 

Another instance of Blaine's great 
memory is cited in the following story, 
as told b}' Mr. Cumback: 

During the Garfield campaign Mr. 
Blaine spoke in Cum back's town. Ho 
was entertained by Mr. Cumback and 
driven over town. 

"There's a sick man in that house 
there that has been talking you up for 
president for four or five years, " said 
the governor, "and ho thinks there is 
no one like Jim Blaine. " 

"Me for president?" said Blaine. 

"Yes, you for president. Do you 
want to stop and go in to see him a 
minute? Nothing M - ould please him bet- 
ter." 

They went in and remained a few 
minutes. Blaine trotted the children on 
his lap and talked freely with the sick 
man, whose name was David Kerr. 

Blaino and tho governor met at Gar- 
field's inauguration. 

"How arc you, Will?" asked Blaine. 
And he asked all about tho men he had 
met in Cumback 's town several months 
befoie and called nearly all of them by 
their first names. "Oh, yes," lie said, 
"how is Dave Kerr? Did ho ever get 
well? Poor fellow, he suffered terribly. 
And those little children, how about 
them?" 

This may bo considered a wonderful 
feat of memory. It was in October when 
In' met these people, and it was on the 
■lib id JMarch, nearly rive months after- 
ward, that he recalled his visit, re- 
mcmberii g tho name of every person 
he was introduced to on that day. Ho 
had seen a million peoplo since that 
time and had shukeu hands with and 
met thousands. 

Mr. Cumback accompanied Mr. 
Blaine on his speaking tour through In- 
diana during his campaign in 1884. It 
was just ten days before election. (Ann- 
back left him at Lafayette, saying that 
he wouldn't see him again until the 
inauguration. 

"1 don't know, "said Blaino doubt- 
fully. ' 'I'm afraid it won't bo. " 

He had an unusual, vacant, faraway 
look in his eyes, and ho was very seri- 
ous. His words came slowly aud hesi- 
tatingly. Mr. Cumback assured him 
that there was no doubt, but Blaine 
shook bis brad. 

"I don't know," said he. "I've had 
u sort of feeling for the last week that 
I wouldn't be elected. 1 hopo I will, 
but tho outcome is doubtful, and I feel 
now as if it wore very doubtful. But if I 
am defeated I will go to work the next 
day on my book. ' ' 

And he did. Ho began tho second vol- 
ume of his "Twenty Years of Con- 
gress" tho next day after the election.

' FIGHT FOR A BIRDHOUSE.1 

rijcatclipT* Driven Out by Elaeblrdfc 
Wrens the Final Tlotor». J 

"One spring," said a lovor of bird?, 
"there came to a birdhouso in my gar* 
den a pair of great crested flycatchers.) 
1 had a dozen birdhouses scattered 
around. This particular ono was about 
a foot square, with a peaked roof and a 
chimney at each end, a doorway for tho 
birds to go in and out and a couplo of 
auger holes bored through tho badk to 
give the house light and air. ij 

"This birdhouse, tho summer before, 
had been occupied by a pair of blue- 
birds, who had left their nest behind 
them. This nest tho great crested fly— 
latehers pulled apart aud threw out of 
tho house, every twig and straw. They 
uleaned the houso out completely and 
then they brought in everything new 
and built a nest of their own and set- 
tled down comfortably, for tho summer. 

" But in a few days a pair of blue- 
birds camo along, and they made for 
this house. It might havo been the 
Biimo identical pair of bluebirds that oc- 
cupied it tho summer before. I don't 
know about that, though I havo no 
doubt that robins and other birds that 
have been south for the winter, hun- 
dreds of miles away, do come back in 
tho spring to tho same places and to the 
same trees. Anyhow this pair of blue- 
birds wanted that birdhouse, and they 
were ready to fight for it, and that is 
what they did. Tho flycatcher is a nice 
little bird and a pretty plucky sort of a> 
fighter, but not a match for the blue- 
bird. They had a grand round up inside 
the house, and finally the bluebirds 
pitched tho flycatchers out, and later 
they pitched out every stick of furni- 
ture that the flycatchers had brought 
in, cleaned tho houso out entirely and 
then brought in fresh material and built 
a new nest according to their own ideas, 
and they settled down for the summer. 

"Well, a few days aftor that a pair 
of wrens camo along, and they took a 
fancy to that particular birdhouse, too, 
and they sailed right in and tackled tho 
bluebirds on tho spot.

GREAT ELECTRIC SCHEME. 

A Mammoth Experiment About to Be Tried 
in Kootenay. 

Sir Charles Ross, the Scotch baronet 
and promoter, is pushing the work on 
an electric power plant at Middle Falls, 
on the Kootenay river, 17 miles above 
Kobson. He, Oliver Durant of the Cen- 
tral Star mine, and Charles R. Hosmer 
of the CP, Telegraph line, are the push- 
ers of this electric scheme. They expect 
to have the power house built, dynamos 
set and wires strung in four months. 
They will first furnish power to the 
Centre Star, but not exclusively, as tliey 
advertise their readiness to furnish 
it to the mines generally. The capacity 
of the plant will be 10,000 horse-power, 
The length of the transmission line 
will be at least thirty-six miles, ten 
miles greater than the distance from 
Niagara Falls to Buffalo. Ross says the 
coat of power to lhe mines will be re- 
duced 50 per cent. An interesting ques- 
tion ia involved in thie enterprise— its 
commercial Buccess. L. B. Stihvell, 
electrical director of the Niagara com- 
pany, saya the transmission of 1,000 
horse-power twenty-six miles is Btill an 
experiment, and until lie has had actual 
experience in transmitting a block of 
5,000 cr 10,000 horee-power that dis- 
tance he has no opinion to express upon 
its efficiency. Tho Kootenay promoters 
seem to take it for granted that they can 
sncceSBSully transmit 5,000 or 10,000 
iorse-power thirty-eix miles. They 
could have located near Rossland, but 
irom the point selected they can reach 
Nelson, Kaslo, Slocan City and Sandon, 
making their plant the great generator 
of power for "West Kootenay.— Trail 
Creek News. 



Notwithstanding the frequency with 
which steamers have of late been going 
North, the C.P.N, steamer Danube will 
have a full load going out this evening, 
and thia, too, ol freight and passengers 
booked from the United States side, who 
have recognized the advantage of out- 
fitting at Victoria. The Danube will 
call only at Vancouver on her 
way North. It ia expected she 
will leave Victoria promptly at 8 
o'clock. The oxact number of passengers 
she will take is a little uncertain as yet, 
but there are not likely to be so many as 
half a dozen Victorians, As many 
horses as the Bhip haa accommodation 
fpr will be shipped, and they will be of a 
heavier class than those heretofore sent 
North. The handsome price com- 
manded by a few heavy ani- 
mals sent from here, and the 
reportB which have been received con- 
cerning the usefulness of large horses 
have tended to make buyers less anxi- 
ous to purchase light, weights, which are 
becoming scarce locally. The Danube 
will waste no timo on her present trip, 
but will make all possible speed in order 
to reach St. Michael's as soon as possible 
with the material for the construction of 
the new vessel to be built for the C. P. 
N. Company service on the Yukon. 
This material she will load immediately 
on her return from her present trip. 

THE " EUGENE" LEAVES FOKELAND, 

The steamer Eugene which iB to bb- 
cend the Yukon river this year for F. C, 
Davidge & Co., left Portland for Port 
Angeles yesterday where she ia to re- 
main until the Bristol iB ready to depart 
again on the 24th inBt. Referring to the 
Eugene the Portland Oregonian says: 
The steamer has clearly been remodeled 
less with an eye to baauty than to sea- 
worthiness. A powerful bulwark has 
been put on either bow, and her eideB 
have been retimbered so they extend to 
the roof of the cabin nearly its entire 
length. Powerful fore and aft braces 
have been put in place, the steering 
wheel has been taken down from the 
pilot-house and set up on the deck be- 
low, and the propelling wheel has been 
greatly strengthened.

CUOISISC; FOlt SEA ELEPHANTS, 

Years ago, says an exchange, there 
sailed out of New London, Conn., a fleet 
of vessels, which engaged almoBt exclu- 
sively in the search for sea elephants, 
Thia specieB of the Beal family, the larg- 
est of the procidae, iB found in the 
Southern Atlantic and Indian oceans, 
and about the desolate and uninhabited 
islands far south of the Cape 01' Good 
Hope. The Bea elephantB were hunted 
Bolely for the oil they yielded, and, with 
the exception of a few vessels fitted out 
from New Bedford, the Connecticut port 
had the business until it died out. The 
bark Swallow, of Boston, is now making 
preparations to revive the obsolete in- 
dustry, and will not only cruise in search 
of sea elephants, but for fur seals and 
rieht whales also. The full complement 
of the Swallow's crew will be 25 men, 
besides the officera. These will be suf- 
ficient to man the four large whaleboats 
which will be used in the cruise. The 
men are all sturdy fellows, accustomed 
to the hardships of a whaler's life. They 
are enthusiastic over the cruise, and 
look forward to exciting times during 
the next fifteen months. 

ORE AT NORTHERN ARRANGEMENTS 

The little steamer Oscar, which has 
lately been engaged in cannery service 
on the W'eBt Coast, was yesterday sent
